SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The computer image file pj002_20.jpg is classified as: 

Objectionable except if the availability of the publication is restricted to persons who 
have attained the age of 18 years. 

The publication consists of a colour photographic image of a naked woman squatting 
on a toilet seat and urinating. The behaviour of the woman is not sufficiently 
sexualised to be considered sexual conduct. The woman is also not using the urine in 
a manner that directly associates urine with sexual conduct, or degrading or 
dehumanising conduct. Therefore, the publication does not meet the test of promoting 
or supporting, or tending to promote or support, the use of urine in association with 
degrading or dehumanising conductor sexual conduct. 

A restriction on the availability of the publication to an adult audience is considered 
sufficient to prevent injury to the public good resulting from the manner in which the 
publication sexualises nudity. 
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
